HAT we are fallen into an Age wherein almoſt all ſorts 
of Men amongſt us are ſtill ſetled upon their Lees , there's 
none of us all ſo happy as to be ignorant thereof; and how 
that the Judgments and Sentiments of Men (and more eſpe- 

| cially 1n this latter Age of \xhe World) arc molt ſtrangely 
degenerated, biaſled, enſlaved, and almoſt ovetwhelmed with pride, vain- 
glory, hypocriſte, {clf-intereſt (that great Diana and Goddeſs of this 

World), ambition, paſſion, prejudice, partiality, faction, rebellion, the 
cſpouſing of a party, Et cum multis aliis, &c. And yet that which is moſt 
wonderful, and matter of aſtoniſhment, is this, vis. That all theſe Par-_ 

tics, in general, or particular, do declare and pretend, That as to their 

ſeveral Tranſactions in the World, wherein they are concerned, and in 
oppolition to the re{t of their Neighbours, 1s purely to manifeſt their 
great and fervent Z-al to the Honour and Glory of Almighty God, and 
to promote ( as much as in them lyes) + moſt firm, exact, and uniform 

Obedience ( not omitting at all times their ſpecious pretences of their 
ſteady and untainted Loyalty to their Prince ) both in Church and 
State. 

But how theſe Gentlemen, and ſpecious Pretenders before mentioned, 

will come off at the long run (for as we uſually fay, Finis coronat opus ) 
without a ſcratch't face, and a blot in their ſcutcheons, when-as their ſe- 

veral Tranſactions ſhall be impartially examined and ſearched to the bot- 
tom, is a kind of a pretty queſtion to be ſtarted ; and indeed it would 
be a very ingenious and pleaſant divertiſement to any perſon that would 
make it his butinefs to ſtudy the point, and thoroughly and impartially to 
make an experiment thereof. | - 
This (mall Treatife (Courteous Readers) peradventure may give you 
ſome {ſmall ſatisfaction, 1n relation to the premiſes 3 and 1t is more than 
probable, that others hereafter of a more learned and more ingenious ca- 
pacity, may take example by this ſmall and well-intendced piece to en- 
large thereupon, and farther to explain what I have here ſuccinctly inti- 
mated only for my own, and for ſome others (which I ſhall forbear to 
name ) preſent and ſcaſonable ſatisfaCtion, as to thoſe grand Debates, Coun- 

tels and Tranſactions which are now 1n the mid{t of us upon the wheel , 

Cand here I muſt beg, that the Lord of his infinite Grace and Mercy would

be pleafed to {nd us at length a good iffue upon them all) both in Church 


and State. | 
This I thought requiſite to cite by way of Introduttion, and now will 


rake leave to conduct you ſomewhat cloſctr and nearer to our matter in 


hand, Er Loroi ſoit que mal y penſe) ; and heroin we ſhall proceed in manner 
2nd form as foilowcth. 

That we are fallen at preſent, not enly into a degenerate, rebellious, 
ambitious and {tubborn Age; but 1n particular, into a very curious, cri- 
tical, and obnoxious time in that age, v72. Anno Domini 1680, and 168r, 
wherem ( as by experience 1s manifeſtly true) a man 1s almoſt made 

though not in the edp of the Law, but in the edg of ſome others who 
would be Law-makers) a Capital oftender for ſome words placing or 


ſpeaking, which peradventure may be very good, orthodox and loyal in 


themſelves, until they come to be ſcanned, weighed, and interpreted by 
others in a5quite different and contrary ſenſe. (1 know, Courteous Rea- 
ders, you are moſt of you, at leaſt the beſt of you, able, and I hope wil- 
ling to joyn flue with me herenn, as Atteſtators to the truth hereof). 
But whether there be a fatality in theſe preſent years, as there was a- 


bour 40 years nee, which are by-paſt and gone, and all things buried (or 


at leait ought to be forgotten) 1n an Act ot Oblivion as to the Tranſatti- 
ons of thoſe (15 we do uſually call them) rebeilious times 3 or whether 
this critical time doth portend good things to his Majeſty of Great Bri- 
tzin's (whom God of his infinite mercy long preſerve for our peace and 
quictneſs ſake) atfairs and concerns as to his preſent Government in par- 
ticular ; or whether of any good confequence to the Subjects of his Three 


Kingdoms in genera) 3 or whether this year the Lyon and the Lamb ſhall 


not Ilye down together (according to an ancient Prophecy ) ; or whether 
His Majeſties juſt Prerogative, and his Subjeds Priviledges ſhall go hand 
in hand together, I am not able to determine (although ſome pretend to 
give a ſhrewd gueſs thereunto as to future contingencies), yet I will 
hope the beſt, as being fully per{waded and convinced, that the God and 


'Father of our ble{l:d Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, who 15 the Author 


of Peace, and Lover of Concord ; and of the Souls of them who are 
willing under their Magiſtrates (whether Heathen or Chriſtian) to live 
quiet and peaccable lives 1n all godlineſs and honeſty, will be pleaſed at 
length to bring forth peace, tranquillity, and order, out of all our difor- 
ders, animeſities and preſent confutions. And herein Jet every truc and 
Loyal-hearted Subjett and Engliſh man ſay, Amer. 

Bur, however, this I am ſure of (as being able to atteſt that truth in 
particular), 27z. That humble Petitions and Addreties to His Majeſty of 
Great Britain, this year Anno Domini 1681, 1s A-la-mede, and the very 
neweſt faſhion ( ahd in my flender judgment and apprehention, 1s a very 
comely. decent, and commendable-faſhion_) ſince the Ditlolution of the 
late Parhament at Oxford, and His Majcſties late Declaration to all his 
Loving Subjects, and Ordered to be read {by the Reverend Clergy of 
the Land) in all Churches and Chappcls ; ſince which time Addrefſles 
and Humble Petitions have ſwarm'd in a main, from all FHoints of the 
compaſs (viz from Cities, Burroughs, Towns- Corporate, Licutenancies, 
Trained-Bands, &*c.) as if they were reſolved to ſtorm FViztehall, VVad- 
for-Caftle, Hampton-Court, and His Majeſty Himſelt ( Gol of Heaven pre- 


ſerve 


ſerve Him), with no other weapons than ſteady and untainted Loyalty, 
and with all dutiful and humble Allegiance unto His Majeſties Govern- 
ment, as it is now by Law eſtabliſhed both in Church and State : And 
for the which the Lord High Chancellor of Erzglarnd, in the Perfon of 
His Maj-l(ty, hath given them all his true and hearty Thanks for their fo 
numcrous and featonable appearing at this preſent conjuncture, 1n oppo» | 
ſition to ſome others, who, 1t ſeems, have not the good-hap with the reſt 
of their Ncighbours (ſure it was by the malevolent aſpect and influence 
of tome auſpicious male-contented Plancts ), to form and word their Hum- 
ble Addreſſes and Petitions according to the pattern in the Mont ; and of 
theſe Loyal perſons that had been of the forlora hope, and had marched 
11 the front of the battel, and being wel the ballance of the San- 
ctaary (I do not, ncither dare I ay, in the ballance of the Scriptures and 
right reaion), they were found too light , and for the which they have 
a mark and a ſtamp put upon them by way of diſtinction (I had almoſt 
ſaid like unto that, Revel. 13, 15, 16, 17. ) whereby they are branded 
and ſtigmarized as factious and difloyal Subjefts (Sed affirmantis ef pro- 
bare), and are therefore regiſtred and recorded to be conveyed down 
by the Pens Militant to future poſterity, as perſons diſloyal and diſatfefted 
ro the preſent Government, and to all thoſe Noble Emotuments and Pri- 
viledges which our Forefathers never yet ſaw, nor did enjoy (as ſome of 
the Addreſics do moſt happily and emphatically word it) 1n fo plentiful 
a meaſure, as under the preſent Reign of His moſt Sacre eſty (whom 
God long preſerve). The which I muſt needs ſay is a very hard caſe to 
thoſe poor Petitioners, and many of them good Gentlemen, able Citizens, - 
and Perſons of Quality, who peradvcnture did all mean well, though 
their luck was bad ; and therefore all the comfort that I can give them 
in this particular (in regard Solamen miſeriis 1s a very acceptable compa- 
nion), is only this, That they would be pleaſed to conſider, That if their 
hearts and hands went together, and had no baſe, nor rebellious, nor fa- 
ious deſign therein whatſoever 3 and that they were conſcious to them- 
ſelves, that they did their King and Country good ſervice in their late 
Humble Addreſles and Petitions (although miſconſtrued and mifinter- 
preted); That our ble{ſed Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, when he was up- 
on Earth (although the beſt perſon that ever breathed in the common 
air), yet he could not eſcape refleCtions and hard cenfures from his Coun- 
treymen the Jews, upon the like account : For ſome of them ſaid (and 
but a few, God knows, in compariſon of the whole Nation) that he was 
a good man, when others of a more diffolute and Jooſe converſation ſaid, 
Nay, but he was a Mountebank, and an Impoſtor, and deceived the peo-

's | Libertics, anc Properties, and the grand Afſertors of the Kings Majeſties 
YH moi: Legal and Juit Prerogatives both in Church and State : and thoſe 
by that are yet 7&7 27vos of them, do moſt ſolemnly proteſt and declare, 

| That in proceſs of time, Perſons and Tranſactions were ſtretched forth 
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to preternatural Dimenſions, and Diametrically oppoſite to the primary 
intentions and inclinations of the Houſe of Commons themſelves z and 
His prelent Majelty that now Reigneth (whom God long preſerve in 
the midit of us) was pleaſed from Bredz moſt gracioully to obſerve, ; 
272, That through miſtakes and mitunderſtandings, many 1nconveniencies = 
were produccd, which were not intended. And that the Long Parliament, : 
ſo called (although there hath been a much longer fince) had no defign in 
the leait meature 1n their primary thoughts and intentions to ſhake off 
the Monarchy ( although there ace ſome particular men at this preſent

fome Luxuriant and overzrown branchcs (7/2. Corrt Paraſetes, evil Coun- 
ccls, who were great Favorites, corrupt julges, and fuch-hke Sycophants) 
which had well-mgh ſucked (like ſo many wie Drones) the very ſap from 
the root of our moit Noble, Magniticeat, thrice happy, and never enough 
to be admired I riple-Conltitution. 
And in ord-r to the accompliſhment of the aforementioned premiles, 
I have contulced ſeveral Authors for my belt ſatisfaction, that are now 
extant, 2s to the Tranſactions of thoſe times, wherein, I mult confels, I 
do find them at a very great diſtance and oppolition one to another, and

againit all crafry lneendiaries, againſt all curſed Achtophels, againſt all 
az\olute Monarchica] Tories and Tantivics, againſt all Blood-thurſty and 
Helliſh Papilts whatiorver , who would not only pervert, but utterly 
deſtroy the prelent beit c{tabliſhed Government this day in the Chriſtian ;

And that the ſaid perion was not biatled, you may perceive by the 
Date thereof: Ir was in the time when the Jate Tyrant Ol:zer Cromwell 
bad aſlumed the ſeat of chict Magiſtrate 5 and at that time of day to have 
dipped his Pen in gall, might have been very gratctul and compleſant to 
that grand Uturper, who having fuch a puillant and dreadful Army of 
well-diſciplin'd, victorious and well-paid Janizaries at bis Command, made 
the Lyon fo impudently bold, as to cail our grand Charter of England, 
Maugna Charta, Maezna F. And 1n a {mall ſpace of time .after that, it 
pleaſed God to ſnatch him away from us in a high tempeſtuous wind, as 
an example to all future Tyrants who ſhall offer to attempt the ke bold- 
Teſs upon our fundamental Laws, Liberties and Propertics. 

And that you may be the berrer ſatistted as to the impartiality of this 
ingenious and fair Hiſtorian (what he was, or 1s, if as yCt 7zcr vivos, | 
cannot tell), Pray do but peruſe his Preface to the faid Filtory, and you 
will tind zz bis Verbis, 1n his own Apology, 91%. 

What Oblique Deſcants will come to Traverſe upon this honeſt Narra- 
| tive, I already prejudicate. The fate of thoſe who write of Times within 

ken, Time's better for the Hiſtory, than for the Hiltorian. 

For while they render truth more reſplendent, they uſually bring the 
Relator under a cloud, whence the bane of all faithful Tradition, rhat an 
Hiſtorian is rarely found, until the truth be loſt : And what is Hiſtory 
without its Idium? Truth, but a meer Romance : And if ſo, what Pen 

2 will undertake the Hiſtory of a King ? Kings 1n their Functions ſo nearly 
EL reſemble the Divine Nature, as God himſclf hath (tiled them Gods. And 
= as in many reſpeCts they repreſent it, ſo alſo in that of Cypriar, though 
not in his ſenſe, De Deo etiam pericaloſum eſt dicere verunm:. Though as 
man they are within the incidence of frailty ( for as that Emperor ſaid, 
| Imperium non tollit affedus , Soveraignty doth hot profſcribe humane affe- 
ions), yet their failings have been 1n former-times accounted like their - 
Perſons, ſo ſacred, that to touch them, though never fo tenderly, hath 
been eſteemed Petty-Treaſon : But 1n King Charles (the grand concern- 
ment of theſe Annals) the danger 1s counter-changed, and to cxhibit in 
him any thing of merit and importance leſs than a Nero or Domitiar, 
many will not endure. And theſe two extremes make my paſlage through 
this Hiſtory, like that of Jorarhars to the Rhiliſtins , a tharp Rock on 
the one ſide, and a ſharp Rock on the other fide. Which conſideration 
EE: | hath moved me to decline many things, otherwiſe remarkablc, and not 
commonly known, and to content my ſelf with ſaving truths; nor ſhould 
T have adventured a modeſt Vindication of this King in ſome particulars, 
(not refleCting upon the fatal proceedings againſt him) had not the inge- 
nuity of ſome eminently difaffected to him led me the way.

But if 1n relation to theſe perils I have been ſtudious to bear my ſelf 
erect, yet 1n other concernments ſome will cenſure me for too ſtrong a

Some will fay, peradventure, I ſeem no friend to the Clergy ; and leſt 
my lilence ſhould make this an Accuſation, which 1s but a meer Calumny, 
L anſwer, Churchmcn I honour (no man more), and this I do for their 
Sacred Orders fake : But if their Order be Sacred, 1t doth not (I wiſhit 
did) make all ſuch who are 1nitiated in. that Order 3 too many of that 
holy profeſſion are, cver were, and will be Sacred in another, and worſe 
ſenſe. 

The unfanCtihed lives of ſome officiating at the Saered Altar, have been 
the complaint of al) ages. Read we not (to their ſhame ) of the ſons of 
Eli, whole 1mpicty made them abhor the Offerings of the Lord ? Doth 
not Ckryjoſtone tell us of ſome of his Contemporaries, who, had Canonical 
Diſcipline, been punctually obſerved, ſhould not have been permitted fo 
much as to ſtep over the threſhold of Gods houle, were notwith(tanding 
aclvanced to the highelt griſon of Church-Dignities ? | 

And it this Narrative preſents ſome Eccleſtaſticks blame-worthy, the in- 
ference 1s fallactous , that therefore our times are worle than former , 
or that the accrimination overſpreadeth all : No, what St. Auguſtine ſaid 
of tome Erormitars in his time, 1s no leſs true of ours 3; That though 
our Church had cauſe to grieve for the blemiſhes of ſome, yet might ſhe 
glory in the Ornaments of more. Re 

And fo much ſhall ſerve for my preſent purpoſe as to the former part 
of this Authors Preface, wherein he doth endeavour to fatisfie his Rea- 
ders, that he will carry an even hand between either {1de, and ſteer his 
courſe aright ; and fo far I ſhall endeavour {as much as in me lyes) to 
write after his Copy : But yet where perſons are blame-worthy, I ſhall 
not be Meal-mouth'd, but let them know their failings and embecilh- 
ties, until they give me better ſatisfaction than I have at preſent concern 
ing their Reformation. — = 

And now to tranſcribe ſome of this Authors Narrative, concerning the 
Reign of King Charles the Firſt 5 ſo wiſe, ſo vertuous, ſo temperate, ſo 
chaſte, ſo learned, and ſo religious a Prince, and a ſtrong afſertor of the 
Dodrine and Diſcipline of the Church of Ezgland againſt the Old Gentle- 
man at Roe, and all his adherents ; yet that this Prince after his Death 
by the Pens-Militant, inſtead of inſerting this Parenthelis concerning him, 
Cas they have done of many Princes after their deceaſe ) of Ever bleſſed 
Memory, ſhould be conſtrained to counterchange their Dialect, and ſay 
of Ever unfortunate and deplorable Memory; I muſt confeſs is ſo profound 
a myſtery unto me, that. am not able to ſearch and penetrate into the 


depth thereof, and therefore muſt leave this (I could wiſh I were not able 
to ſay ſo much by experience) molt unfortunate Prince (though of Ever 


bleſſed Memory in tome ſenſe) unto the ſearcher of all hearts (and before 
whom all things are naked, bare and open), who worketh, and wiſely 
diſpoſcth of all things both in Heaven and in Earth, according'to the in- 
fallible and moſt uncrring Councel and DiQates of his own Will... - 
But to proceed tn my intended delign, to Tranſcribe from my Author

tin, nor any other Kingdom whatſoever could ever fince Solomon's days 
glory in a King (for recondite learning and abſ{truf:: knowledge), fo near 
a match to Solewon as he : And though he was a Univerſal Seholar, yet 
did he make other Sciences (their molt proper imployment), but drudges 4 
and ſcrvitors to Divinity, wherein he became ſo tranfcendently eminent, 
as he notorioully foil'd the greatelt Clerks of the Roa” See 2 Nor did 
his Theological abilities more advantage the Cauſe of acloon abroad, 
than at home, they keepingthe new-fangled Clergy aloof, and at a di- 
ſtance, as not daring to infule 1nto fo fold a judgment their upſtart and 
erroneous fancies, no nor diſquiet the Chitrches peace with Heterodox * 
opinions ( by which it appears this Author and King 7ames were both 
Calviniſts, as to their particular Sentiments in matters of Religion); A 
{tout adverſary he was to the Arminians and Semi-Pel.c3142775, whom he 
called as Proſper before him ( and fo doth the whole tribe of them ever 
fince)) the Enemies of Gods grace. 

And as ſlender a friend he was to the Presbytery (here he intends in 
matters Eccleſiaſtical, as to the form of Church-government and tmpoſed 
Conſtitutions), of whoſe Tyrannical and Antimonarchical principles he 
had from his cradle ſmart experience ; He was an excellent Speaker, the 
Scheme of his Oratory being more ſtately than «Pedantick , and the Ex- 
preſlions argued him both a King and Scholar : In his apparcl and civil 
garb he ſeemed naturally to aittect a Majeſtick careleſneſs, which was ſo 
hectick and habitual in him, as even 1n Religious excrcilcs ( where the ex- 
ternal demeanor 1s a grand part of that ſacred homage) he was ſomewhat 

- »00 1ncurious and irreverent : He was indulgent a -lutle to his Palat; and 
| had a ſmack of the Epicure : In pecuniary diſpenſations to his Favourites 
he was molt excctiive liberal, yea though the exlgence of his own wants 
pleaded retention : Nor was Solos; himſclf more a Solowor, accordin 
to the true notion of the word, which imports a man of reſt, than he, 
ſelecting for his Motto, Beati Pacifici, or the ſeventh Bcatitude, as moſt. 
agreeable to his genius and natural conſtitution z He was ftudious of peace 
ſomewhat over-much for a King 3 in purfuit whereof, Virtue flew to aleſ(- 
ſening, and (in the opinion of many) out of fight, he incurring thereby 
the note of Puſillanimity, very ſuſpicious from his managing the Cauſe of 
the Palatinate ; for had not the thought of War been terrivle unto him, 
would he ſo long have endured his Son-1in-law, exterminated from his 
Patrimony, while the Auſtrian Faction (to his great diſhonour) cajol'd, 
and kept him 1n delufory chat with ſpecious fallacies ? Woult he 1n thoſe 
ſeveral Negotiations of Carliſe, Briſtow, Belfaſt and Veſtor,, have ſpent fo 
vaſt ſums, the moity whereof, had they been diſpoſed in Military-levies 

and preparations, would have Modell'd an Army abl- (when Hidlebargh, 
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Monbrein and Frankind.e defendedithemſclves) to have totally diſſipated 
:}} the forces of the Uſurpers, to have Maſter'd the imperious Eagle, en- 
forcing her to forego her Qaary, and reinſtate the Panlſerave £ Would 
hc fo tediouſ]y have courted the Alliance of Spaiz, to the very great re- 
oret of his Stbjeas, whom his Predeceflor had ſo often baflled, and 
whom Freland ever found a worle fricad thin enemy? Whar ſtronger 
Evidence can be given 1n of a wonderful defect of courage ? 

As this faint-heartednels loſt him the reputation and reſpects of his Peo- 
ple, ſo his heavy preſſures upon them, and undue Levies by Privy-Seals, _— 
and the like, alienated their affections, eſpecially conſidering how thole , 
Monevs were milemployed, indeed rather thrown away, partly in the two "2 
diſhonourable Treaties of Spain and Germany, and the conſequential En- 
ecrtainments, and partly in Largc:fles upon his Minion Buckingham. Be- 
tween thik difaffeftion and contempt in his People, there was generated a 
gencral diſpolition to turbulent and boiſterous darings, and expoſtulations 
even a9gain{t his darling Prerogatiye. And though thoſe diſmal calamitics 
which aftcr befel his Son, were ampliated doubtleſs by a ſuperferation of © 
canlcs, yet was their firſt and main exiſtency derivative from thoſe re- 
cited grounds : \ Let Court-Pens extol the calmneſs of his Halcion Reign 
with all the artifice of Rhetorick : Let them conclude the Parable, and 
tell us, God gave King James alſo as he did Solemon, reſt from allhis ene- 
mics round about ; yet can they never truly deny, but that admiredſeve- = 
rity had its ſet in a cloud, and that he left to his Succelſor a Crown of 
Thorns, as being engaged to contend with two puiſlant Enemies : Firſt 
the mighty Monarch of the Welt, the King of Spazzz. Secondly the more 
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invinc:ble of the two, an empty purſe 3 For that King who hath this h 
Enemy to encounter, ſhall never atchieve any thing of glorious pro- 
'duction. | | 


The death of this Famous Monarch cauſed no other iofterregwmum, than 
of joy , his Son Charles being immediately by Sir Edward Zouch ( then 
Knight Marſhal) proclaimed at. the Court-gate, King of Great Britain, , 
France and Ireland. His firſt A&t of Regality was to diſpatch Aviſo's of 
his Fathers deceaſe to Foreign Princes and States, his Correſpondents, with 
whom ke was in Amity. Next, he took into care the becoming Obſe- 
quies of the Royal Corps, which removed from Theobalds ro Denmark- 
houſe in Londoy, April the 23d, was thence, the 7th of May, conveyed 
to Weſtminſter , and tifere inhum'd with the greateſt Solemnities, and - 
moſt ſtately Rituialities could be deviſed. E 
Though grief had taken up the principal Lodgings of King Charles his 
heart, yet did it not quite turn love out of doors : but he had (till an eye 
to France, and held himſelf concern'd to let his Agents know he was mind- AM 
tal of the ſtock he had going there ; and to rear a firm aſſurance of his ſe® 
Tious intentions, He ſent over Letters of Procuration for the Duke of Che- 
rereux to eſpouſe the Lady Henrietta Maria 3 only he added this eſpecial 
precaution, That thoſe Letters ſhould'not be refigned up until May the 
8ih, when the Celebrities of his Fathers Funeral would be over ; for he 
would not that grief and joy (things incompartible) ſhould jaſtle. But 
theſe inſtructions ( for what cauſe I know not) were not 1n all points

I have heard ſome who undertake to mate all events with their Pro- 


per cauſes, paſſionately aſcribe Eng/ands Calamities to thoſe Internuptials, 


and fetch that ireful ſtroke of Divine vengeance upon his late Majeſty, 
from his Marrying a Lady of miſ-beliet. 

Grant I do, that both England's and his Majcſties Sutfferings may (in 
ſome ſort) be reductive to the caſualty of that Match ; but that there 
was any intrinſick noxiouſneſs in it, either as Frexch or Popiſh, I am not 
yet convinced. 

The ſame time, while His Majeſty was thus buſted in his Amorous Ne- 

tiation abroad, he plyed as well his Intereſt at home 3 and while he

Now had the King an opportunity for his Summers paſt-time, but that 
his own progreſs might not impede that of his affairs, his Council were 
commanded to go along with him. By whoſe general advice, two things 
- were moſt conliderably rcfolved upon :

will be well with Erzgland, while the Sca'is under the Command of an 
Admiral ſo young, and withal ſo unexperienc'd ; others alſo made de- 
duction from this miſcarriage of Gades Voyage, in reference to the King 3 
that becauſe Commencements do often foreſpeak the qualification of fii- 
ture contingencics in the ſeries and row of ſucceeding aitairs ; they much 
feared this was but the earneſt of ſome inauſpiciouſnels which would 
_ attend' the reſidue of his Reign : Nor, among the re{t, was Captain Brett's 

conjecture vain, who told the Duke, That the Fleet was never like to 
ſpeed better, wherein rhere went a long Bag without Money , Cook 
without Meat, and Love without Charity ; for ſo were the thre® Cap- 
tains named; and a great default there was doubtleſs of ſufficient pay, of 
wholeſome meat, and unanimity.

and his Commiſſion iflued* out in purſuance of that Anſwer, appointed 
a Committee for Religion, impowring them moſt ſtrictly to examine 
what abuſes of his Majeſties Grace had occurred ſince that time, and who 
were the 2d and Abettors of the ſame. 

The Houſe of Commons being in expectation of ſome Diſcovery from 
their Committee, at length Mr. Priz made a report of a Letter written 
to the Lord Mayor of Tork, for reprieving ſome Jeſuits, Prieſts, and o- 
ther Recuſants. This Letter being under the S7gxet, a ſub-Committee 
was ordered to ſearch the Signet - Office, and compare 1t with the Ori- 

inal. 
: Theſe Proceedings inwardly much diſpleaſed the King, yet he ſmos 
thered the indignity for a time, though he did »frer intimate the ſame 
unto them among his other regrets: And plying more important af- 
fairs with a moſt (teady temper, he ſent a Mellage u;. nemby Sir Richard 
}Veſton, to this effect, viz. 


That his Fleet is returned, and their Vi@uals ſpent 5 the Men muſt of ne- 
ceſſity be diſcharged, and their wages paid them, or elſe mutiny will follow, 
which may be of dangerous conſequence. = | 

That he hath in readineſs about 45 Ships, 1s be ſet forth upon a ſecond 
ſervice, which want a preſent ſupply of moneys. 

That the' Armies, quartered on the Coaits, want Viduals and Cloaths ; and 
they will Disband, if not furniſhed. 

The Companies of Ireland lately ſent, muSt ſpeedily be provided for, elſe 
they may be ſubje@& to rebel. 

Laitly, The ſeaſon for providing healthful proviſion will be paſt, if this 
Month of March be Joffere through negligence to elapſe. 

- And therefore he deſired to know without more ado what preſent ſupplies 
he muſt depend npon from them, that ſo accordingly he might ſhape his courſe.

-minding him of all the miſcarriages rclating to the Spaniſh Treaty, and a 
Breviate of what became of his tuture charge ; and demanding withal his 
politive Anſwer, Whether he would fit (till trom being queſtioned for any 
Errors paſt in his Spariſh Negotiations, and enjoy the benefit of the Par- 
don granted by the late Parliament ; or waving the advantage thercot. 
put himlelf upon a Legal Tryal. |

When the Earl had ended his Charge, up ſtarts no upſtart Lord, the 
Lord Spezcer, Is this all (ſaid he) you have to ſay againſt the Duke ? The 
Earl replied, Yes my Lord, and I am ſorry it is ſo much : Then quoth 
the Lord Spercer, if this be all, Ridiculus Ms 3 and fo fat down again.

The Commons having preſented their Accuſation, preſently after ſent 
a Meſſage to the Lords, deſiring that the Duke might be Committed 3 
declaring, that it did miſ-beſeem their Houſe to permit a man ſo deeply 
Impeacht to ſit in Councel with them. 

The Court-party, who had nimble Intelligencers,<underſtood this de- 
ſign from the very firſt reſult, and plotted ro treat the Commons with 
uniform Proceedings 3 for at that very time Sir Dadlcy Diggs, and Sir Joh: 
Elliot were ſent for out of the Houſe by two Meſſengers of the Cham- 
ber ; who upon their coming forth, ſhewed them Warrants for their 
Commitment to the Tower ; but it was reſolved by the Judges, that by 
their reſtraint (no reaſon being given to the Houſe for it) the whole 
Houſe was arreſted, and a Remonſtrance was made to the King of their 
Priviledg ; whereupon they were releaſed. " 

The Commons having ſped ſo well, the Houſe of Peers began to claim 
their immunities 3 making an Order, that nothing ſhould be tranſaFed 
in their Houſe, until the Earl of Arzrdel were reſtored 3 upon which in- 
ſtantly enſued the Earls Poſtlimination and re-admittance. ;

But, alas ! whar could his afli({tance (gnaihe, who was as neceſlitous as 
themſelves 2 Did they want Men, Ammunition-Ships ? So did he, feein 
he wanted that which was all theſe, Money ; and how, and where ſhoul 
that be had? His laſt borrowing Commiſſions, was a courſe ſo difpleafing 
to the Subject, as would not admit of repetition, and it would prove an 
odd payment of that Loan arrears,to demand another : But the King was 
now the Subject of a greater Potentate than himſclf, Neceffity ; and 
this Neceflity put him upon ſeveral projets: Firlt he borroweth of the 
Common-Council of Lodox, One hundred and twenty thouſand pounds; 
for which, and other debts, he aflures unto them Twenty-one thouſand 
pounds per arnm of his own Lands: and of the E:ft-Idia Company 
Thirty thouſand pounds ; and yet he wants. Next, Privy-Sceals are ſent 
out by Hundreds, and a new way of Levy by Exciſc, refolved to 
be executed by Commiſſion, Dated the 3d of February; and yet he wants : 
but the beſt and moſt taking project of all, was a Parliament 3 whereby 
he hoped not only to ſupply his necellitics, bur alſo to give ſome better 
repoſe to his troubled ſpirit 3 for he felt no inward contentment, whillt 
he the Head and the Body were at a diſtance, 9r like interſects and flies, 
rackt together by a Mathemarical line, or imaginary thread ; therefore he

But this paſſion that ſhut out the King, yet let ſo much reaſon in, as 
pcrſwaded them it was good ſleeping in a whole skin ; and under- 
ſtanding the Kings intentions, they ſuddenly voided the Houſe. 


Soon after this, the King came that very morning into the Houſe of 
Lords, and making a ſhort (though ſmart) Speech unto them, Com- 
manded the Lord-Keeper to Diſlolve that Parliamenr. 


The King having thus Diſſolved this Parliament, or rather broke The King 
up'School, thoſe whom he now called Vipers, had not in the Houſe of ſends forrh 
Commons ſpit up all their Malignirty, but reſerv'd ſome to diſperſe and -— 


diſpoſe of in the Country, whereby an ill odour might be caſt upon 


his Government, and the hearts of his People alienated from him. 
As an antidote therefore againſt that poyſon, and to anticipate all miſ-_

The King having, ag he hoped, difabuſed his Subjefts by his late 
Declaration 3 next intended to proceed ſeverely againft thoſe who had 
offended him, and whoſe puniſhment he ſaid he reſerved to a due 
time upon this account 3 the 18th of this Month he fent for Ten of 
the late Members to appear at the Counci]-Table, viz.

himſelf in that Dlace3 and as for his fitting above the Privy: Councellore,

Board); and tor his part, he came into the Houle with as much zeal for 
h1s Majeltics Service, as any one whatſocverz and yet neverthelcis tind- 
mg his Majeſty was offended with him, he humbly deſired that he might

This great Caſe coming to be argued in the Exchequer, the Major 
part of the Judges dc!1-ered their Opinions in favourof the Writs, and 
accordingly gave Judgment againſt Mr. Hambden; yet did not the 
queſtion altogether ſo repoſe ; but Mr. Hambden obſerving ſome 
Judges, viz. Crook and Hatton of a contrary ſenſe, held up the Con- 
te(t (t1]], though all in vain ; all his inquietude not gaining him the 
leaſt acquitta), until an higher Power 1nterpoſed.

King moſt fathtully, and the more faithfully , bccauſe of all thoſe 
Councils which in thoſe times did ſo much deceive his Majcity, (and 
I pray God there were fewer at this juncture- of tim? than there 1s) 
he was an eartclt diſſwader, and did much diſaffect-thoſe Sticklers, 
who rather laboured to make rhe Prerogative tall. and great, as knowing 
that fuch men loved the King better than Charles Sinart : to that al- 
though he was a Courtier, and had for his Maſter a paſſion molt in- 
tenſe, yet had he allo always, of paſſion, ſome reſerve for the pub- 
itck welfare.
